have much in the early days but 
enjoyed what they had.

Fewer Voters 
In Macleod Riding

nounced that 25,291 voters are 

eligible to cast ballots in the

This total is 639 less than the 
number of eligible voters in Mac¬ 
leod riding in the last federal elec¬ 
tion.

For Fish & Game 


Help wanted ... no experience 
necessary! So goes the call from 
John Andrews, president of the 
Vulcan and District Fish & Game 
Association. Wanted are interest- 
,ed boys and girls, men and women 
to take part in the hunter¬ 
training course bring organized by 
the sport group. 

Objectives of the course as out¬ 
lined in a descriptive brochure are: 
To teach and familiarize the 
sportsman in wildlife management 
and conservation game laws and 
regulations — identification and 
habitat of wildlife species; to take 
advantage of the out-door recrea¬ 
tion potential which is available 
to the sportsman; to emphasize 
the sportsmen’s responsibility in 
the landowner-sportsman relations; 
to teach the sportsman proper 
care and handling of equipment 
and to prevent accidents. 

Early this year about 20 local 
fish and game members qualified 
for their hunter-lraining instruc- 
Badge and are prepared to 
conduct these courses. Classes are 
planned to run for a two-week 
period, four nights a week at Two 
and a half hours a night but this 
can be altered to suit conditions. 
The Vulcan fish and game group 
has raised money to purchase 
slides.

New Farm Lands Assessment 
Will Apply To 1966 Taxes 


Assessment notices on farm lands 
only, covering the County of Vul- 
cqn’s new general assessment, 
were mailed to rate-payers on 
Oct. 29. The new assessment will 
apply to the 1966 taxes. The pre¬ 
vious general assessment was made 
in .1954 and applied in 1955. 

The new assessment is made on 
the revised schedule of assessments 
as adopted by the Alberta Assess¬ 
ment Commission and is based on 
$40 per acre for number one deep 
black loam, which is the soil type 
in the central part-of the province 
around Edmonton. The 1954 
figures were based on a value of 
$30 for the same soil. 

The soil type in the County of 
Vulcan area is dark brown to 
brown loam and is considered to 
be 7091 of the deep black. The base 
price for the best dark brown 
loam on the new assessment is 
$28 against $21 in 1954. 

R. Kotkas, County Assessor, and 
his staff have done a very pain¬ 
s-taking job of inspecting and 
classifying the lands as to depth, 
subsoil, texture, topography, stone, 
or miscellaneous factors, distance 
from market, urban increments 
and highway advantage. The 
science of assessing has progressed 
a great deal in the past ten years 
and a very thorough and equitable 
assessment has been made. Rate¬ 
payers are invited to talk about 
their assessments at the county 
office and an effort will be made 
to explain the mechanics of the 
assessment sheets. 

There are cases where the new

Today’s table coverings are made 
not only of linen but of rayon, cot¬ 
ton, plastic coaled fabrics, cork 
and paper. They m ay be in the 
form of a cloth, place mats or 
lunners. As well there is a wide 
variety of colors and textures. 

When buying table coverings, 
consider fiber content, color fast¬ 
ness, ease of care, workmanship 
and size. 

Fiber content will make a dif¬ 
ference in price, wear and care. 

Good linen wears well and its ap¬ 
pearance may even improve with 
the years. If you are buying a 
linen cloth you should regard it 
as a lifetime investment and buy 
the best you can afford. 

The best quality linen is woven 
with long uniform fibers. Shorter 
liber make up into coarser, uneven 
yarns. These result in cheaper and 
poorer quality fabrics. A good 
linen is heavy and cool to the 
touch. It does not lint or become 
fuzzy. - 

Damask is a type of linen cloth 
which may he plain or figured. 

Double damask is heavier and 
more lustrous than single damask, 
but it will snag easily. This is be¬ 
cause of the long, loose threads in 
the pattern. 

Damask may be bleached or 
dyed. There is pure white, oyster, 
deep cream and pastel-dyed da¬ 
masks. The oyster and cream da¬ 
masks wear better that the pure 
white. 

Cotton, rayon and other syn¬ 
thetic fibers are less expensive 
than linen. Often these fabrics are 
given a finish to resemble linen.

A better-than-average harvest has now been 
completed and that particular worry is behind the 
farmers of this area, but considerable concern is 
being felt over the lack of wheat delivery quotas. 

Until the farmers sell at least some of this year’s 
crop there is certainly not going to be any noticeable 
pickup in the economy of this area. 

We are afraid that much of the blame for this 
situation, which sees the major shipping points in 
Alberta’s greatest wheat producing area still without 
even a one bushel quota, has to be laid at the door 
of the Canadian Pacific Railway. Many orders for 
carloads of wheat have been received at Vulcan 
elevators, but when cars were not forthcoming these 
orders were switched to points served by the CNR, 
which apparently is able and willing to move wheat 
from the country points. 

It has been very apparent that the CPR is deter¬ 
mined to get out of the passenger business, but if 
its future lies in the hauling of freight it should be 
at least making an effort to improve service in this 
phase of its operations. 

The CPR denies there is any deliberate slowdown 
in moving wheat to thereby add strength to its re¬ 
quest to discontinue its Dominion trans-continental 
passenger trains. But there is either a deliberate 
slowdown or its grain-hauling service is just down¬ 
right poor in comparison to the job the CNR is doing. 

It is a sad state of affairs when a private enter¬ 
prise corporation cannot do a better job than a 
government-owned corporation, but the CPR’s public 
image is getting sadly splattered and tattered while 
the CNR is rising in the public esteem, particularly 
in Western Canada. 

If public confidence in the operations of the 
CPR is going to be maintained at all, a better per¬ 
formance in the movement of grain from Southern 
Alberta to Vancouver is needed, not next year but 
immediately. The CPR probably spends hundreds of 
thousands of dollars a year on public relations. It 
will take years of good service to rebuild the con¬ 
fidence of the public that it has lost in the past 
few months.

Growing season precipitation at 
Lethbridge was about two inches 
below normal during 1961 and the 
spring of 1962 was also very dry. 
According to Mr. Anderson the 
moisture deficiency resulting from 
the fall tillage of 1960 was carried 
right through to the growing sea¬ 
son of 1962. The two plots yielded 
about four bushels per acre less 
than on those whore the stubbles 
were left standing. 

Whether a farmer plans to sum- 
merfallow the following year or 
seed his stubbie it is important to 
kill weeds. But it is equally im¬ 
portant to keep stubble standing 
to oatoh tlie snow, concludes Mr. 
Anderson.
